Mr. Webster's Fbmw1-TI»» Nature of
nil Disease.Important from Boston.
Boston, Oet. 26..There will be an immense

attendance at Marshfield on Friday, on the occa¬
sion of the funeral of Mr. Webster. Boston will
be largely represented, and there will Indeed be
delegations from all parts of Massachusetts.

Information has been received from Marshfield
that Drt. Jeffries and I. Mason Warren, with th*
consent of Mr. Webster's family, this morning
made a post mortem examination of his remains.
After a full and careful examination, they came
to the conclusion that the principal oause of his
death was a disease of the liver of long standing,
combined with a hemorrhage from the stomach
and bowels, superinduced by a morbid state of
the blood. There were also some symptoms of
dropsy in the abdomen discovered.
The Boston Courier has received official intel¬

ligence that President Fillmore cannot attend the
funeral of Mr. Webster, official business demand¬
ing his attention-at Washington.
A public meeting has been called for to-morrow,

to take measures for the erection in Boston of a
colossal statue of Mr. Webster. The Hon. Ed¬
ward Everett heads the call.
The family of the Hon. Abbott Lawrence have

requested that the proposed demonstration in his
honor be postponed, on account of the recent na¬
tional calamity.
The Webster Executive Committee were in ses¬

sion last niglit, but a4jeuroed to meet again this
evening, when a plan for their future action on
the Presidential question will be submitted for
their adoption or rejection. It is supposed that
they will dissolve without expressing any opinion
on the Presidential question.

Frightful Accident.
Pitthbubg, Oct. 25..The passengers who ar¬

rived here last evening give the particulars of the
acoident on the Portage railroad yesterday morn-'

ing. Adams Sl Ce.V express car, heavily freight¬
ed, on ascending plane No. 8, which is 1,200
yards long, became detached as it reached the
crest, and, descending with fearful rapidity, came
In collision with the passenger train at the foot
of the plane.
The alarm being timely communicated, two oi

the passenger oars were emptied ef their passen¬
gers before the car reached the foot of the plane;
but the third car was filled with ladies, who were
unable to get eut Before the descending car
reached the foot of the plane, the engineer of the
passenger train reversed the locomotive and start¬
ed off at a rapid rate ; bnt the engineer, becom¬
ing alarmed, jumped eff, leaving the locomotive
*nd passenger csr dashing along the level toward
plane No. 9.

Fortunately, the car became detached, ana
permitted the locomotive to phinge down No. 9,
by whioh it was entirely demolished. When the
express car struck, the baggage car received the
force of the crash, which demolished both, scat¬
tering the geods in every direction, and jamming
the passenger cars together. But one person was

materially injured, having his ankle broken. Col-
van Swartwout jumped from the express car and
was much hurt. The accident occurred about 9
e'olock yesterday morning.
